CONCERNING THE SERVICE OF 
THE CHURCH 


Make the following alterations concerning the 
Psalter: . 

a. Amend the directions entitled Tur Use 
OF THE PsALTER, so as to read as follows: 


Tue Use or THE PSALTER 


In places where it is convenient, the Psalter 
shall be read through once every month. 

The Minister shall, on the days for which 
they are appointed, or on the eves thereof, use 
one or more of the Proper Psalms, as set forth 
in the Table of Proper Psalms. 

But Note, That on other days, instead of 
reading from the Psalter, as divided for Daily 
Morning and Evening Prayer, he may read 
one or more of the Psalms for the Day, or one 
or more of the Psalms from the Selection set 
forth by this Church. 

And Note further, That in the case of a 
Psalm which is divided into sections, the 
Minister may use a section or sections of such 
Psalm. 


b. Substitute for the Tables to follow 
these directions the Tables of Psalms 
as follows:

(3) In place of the present breath mark or 
musical notation, the colon, substitute 
throughout the Psalter an asterisk or 
some other mark in the middle of the line, 
and restore in that place the punctuation 
of the Psalter as it appeared in the Prayer 
Book before the adoption of the colon in 
1892. 
Print at the top of the page throughout 
the Psalter, in addition to the day of the 
month, the Psalm number; that is, the 
number of the Psalm which begins on 
that page. Or, in case of two Psalms 
on a page, the number of the first oceur- 
ring Psalm which begins or is contained 
on that page. 

(5) Mark the five books of which the Psalter 
is composed by printing at the head of 
each book, Book I, Book II, ete., and by 
leaving a space before the doxology which 
marks the end of each book.

| The Minister shall begin the Morning Prayer by reading 
one or more of the following Sentences of Scripture. 


{He may omit the Exhortation following, saying instead 
thereof, Let us humbly confess our sins unto Almighty God, 
and may end the Morning Prayer with the Collect for Grace 
and 2 Cor, «iii. 14. 


§ On any day when the Holy Communion is immediately to 
follow, the Minister may, at his discretion, pass at once 
from the Sentences to the Lord’s Prayer, first pronouncing, 


The Lord be with you. 
Answer. And with thy spirit. 
Minister. Let us pray. 

§ And Note, That when the Confession and Absolution are 
omitted, the Minister may, after the Sentences, pass to 
the Versicles, O Lord, open thou our lips, etc., in which 
case the Lord’s Prayer shall be said with the other prayers, 
immediately after The Lord be with you, etc., and before 
the Versicles and Responses which follow. 


§ The same order may be followed on all week days save on 
Days of Fasting or Abstinence. 


‘THE Lorp is in his holy temple : let all the 
earth keep silence before him. Hab. ii. 20. 

I was glad when they said unto me, We will 
go into the house of the Lorp. Psalm ecxxii. 1.

body as the soul. Wherefore I pray and beseech 
you, as many as are here present, to accom- 
pany me with a pure heart, and humble voice, 
unto the throne of the heavenly grace,

§ To be said by the whole Congregation, after the Minister, 
all kneeling. 

LMIGHTY and most merciful Father; We 

have erred, and strayed from thy ways 
like lost sheep. We have followed too much 
the devices and desires of our own hearts. We 
have offended against thy holy laws. Wehave 
left undone those things which we ought to 
have done; And we have done those things 
which we ought not to have done; And there 
is no health in us. But thou, O Lord, have 
mercy upon us, miserable offenders. Spare 
thou those, O God, who confess their faults. 
Restore thou those who.are penitent; Accord- 
ing to thy promises declared unto mankind in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. And grant, O most 
merciful Father, for his sake; That we may 
hereafter live a godly, righteous, and sober life, 
To the glory of thy holy Name. Amen. 


The Declaration of Absolution, or Remission 

of Sins.

Christ our Lord. Amen.

former evil life, that the Congregation may thereby be 
satisfied; and that he hath recompensed the parties to 
whom he hath done wrong; or at least declare himself to 
be in full purpose so to do, as soon as he conveniently may.

The same order shall the Minister use with those, betwixt 
whom he perceiveth malice and hatred to reign; not suf- 
fering them to be partakers of the Lord’s Table, until he 
know them to be reconciled. And if one of the parties, so 
at variance, be content to forgive from the bottom of his 
heart all that the other hath trespassed against him, and 
to make amends for that wherein he himself hath offended ; 
and the other party will not be persuaded to a godly unity, 
but remain still in his frowardness and malice; the Min- 
ister in that case ought to admit the penitent person to 
the Holy Communion, and not him that is obstinate. Pro- 
vided, That every Minister so repelling any, as is herein 
specified, shall be obliged to give an account of the same 
to the Ordinary, within fourteen days after, at the farthest. 
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“ At the time of the celebration of the Communion, the 
Priest may say this Exhortation. And Note, That the Ex- 
hortation shall be said on the First Sunday in Adyent, the 
First Sunday in Lent, and Trinity Sunday. 


De beloved in the Lord, ye who mind 
to come to the holy Communion of the 
Body and Blood of our Saviour Christ, must 
consider how Saint Paul exhorteth all persons 
diligently to try and examine themselves, be- 
before they presume to eat of that Bread, and 
drink of that Cup. For as the benefit is great, 
if with a true penitent heart and lively faith 
we receive that holy Sacrament; so is the 
danger great, if we receive the same un- 
worthily. Judge therefore yourselves, brethren, 
that ye be not judged of the Lord; repent you 
truly for your sins past; have a lively and 
steadfast faith in Christ our Saviour; amend 
your lives, and be in perfect charity with all 
men; so shall ye be meet partakers of those 
holy mysteries.

Paul to be honourable among all men: and 
therefore is not by any to be entered into un- 
advisedly or lightly; but reverently, discreetly, 
advisedly, soberly, and in the fear of God. Into 
this holy estate these two persons present come 
now to be joined. If any man can show just 
cause, why they may not lawfully be joined 
together, let him now speak, or else hereafter 
for ever hold his peace. 
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{| And also speaking unto the Persons who are to be married, 
he shall say, 


I REQUIRE and charge you both, as ye will 
answer at the dreadful day of judgment 
when the secrets of all hearts shall be dis- 
closed, that if either of you know any impedi- 
ment, why ye may not be lawfully joined to- 
gether in Matrimony, ye do now confess it. 
For be ye well assured, that if amy persons are 
joined together otherwise than as God’s Word 
doth allow, their marriage is not lawful. 
{ The Minister, if he shall have reason to doubt of the law- 
fulness of the proposed Marriage, may demand sufficient 


surety for his indemnification: but if no impediment shall 
be alleged, or suspected, the Minister shall say to the Man,

The Woman shall answer, 
I will.

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9 Then shall they give their troth to each other in this 
manner. The Minister, receiving the Woman at her fa- 
ther’s or friend’s hands, shall cause the Man with his right 
hand to take the Woman by her right hand, and to say 
after him as followeth.

I NV. take thee M. to my wedded Husband, to 
have and to hold from this day forward, for 
better for worse, for richer for poorer, in sick- 
ness and in health, to love and to cherish, till 
death us do part, according to God’s holy or- 
dinance; and thereto I give thee my troth. 

{ Then shall they again loose their hands; and the Man shall 
give unto the Woman a Ring. And the Minister taking the 
Ring shall deliver it unto the Man, to put it upon the 
fourth finger of the Woman’s left hand. And the Man 
holding the Ring there, and taught by the Minister, shall

OW is Christ risen from the dead, and be- 
come the firstfruits of them that slept.

For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be 
made alive. But every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits; afterward they that are 
Christ’s at his coming. Then cometh the end, 
when he shall have delivered up the kingdom 
to God, even the Father; when he shall have 
put down all rule and all authority and power. 
For he must reign, till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet. The last enemy that shall be 
destroyed is death. For he hath put all things 
under his feet. But when he saith all things 
are put under him, it is manifest that he is 
excepted, which did put all things under him. 
And when all things shall be subdued unto 
him, then shall the Son also himself be sub- 
ject unto him that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all. 
But some man will say, How are the dead 
raised up? and with what body do they come? 
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Thou foolish one, that which thou sowest is 
not quickened, except it die: and that which 
thou sowest, thou sowest not that body that 
shall be, but bare grain, it may chance of 
_ wheat, or of some other grain: but God giveth 
it a body as it hath pleased him, and to every 
seed its own body. All flesh is not the same 
flesh: but there is one kind of flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and 
another of birds. There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial: but the glory of the 
celestial is one, and the glory of the terrestrial 
is another. There is one glory of the sun, and 
another glory of the moon, and another glory 
of the stars: for one star differeth from an- 
other star in glory. So also is the resurrection 
of the dead. It is sown in corruption; it is 
raised in incorruption: it is sown in dishonour; 
it is raised in glory: it.is sown in weakness; 
it is raised in power: it is sown a natural body; 
it is raised a spiritual body. There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. And so it 
is written, The first man Adam was made a 
living soul; the last Adam was made a quicken- 
ing spirit. Howbeit that was not first which is 
spiritual, but that which is natural; and after- 
ward that which is spiritual. The first man is 
of the earth, earthy: the second man is the 
Lord from heaven. As is the earthy, such are 
they also that are earthy: and as is the heav- 
enly, such are they also that are heavenly. And 
as we have borne the image of the earthy, we 
shall also bear the image of the heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
eannot inherit the kingdom of God; neither 
doth corruption inherit incorruption. Behold, 
I shew you a mystery; We shall not all sleep, 
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but we shall all be changed, in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump: for 
the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed. 
For this corruptible must put on incorruption, 
and this mortal must put on immortality. So 
when this corruptible shall have put on incor- 
ruption, and this mortal shall have put on im- 
mortality, then shall be brought to pass the 
saying that is written, Death is swallowed up 
in victory. O death, where is thy sting? O 
grave, where is thy victory? The sting of death 
is sin; and the strength of sin is the law. But 
thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. Therefore, my 
beloved brethren, be ye stedfast, unmoveable, 
always abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord.

The following pages are those 
which contain alterations such as are needed 
for the use of the congregation. 


For the longer form of the 
VENI CREATOR SPIRITUS 
(Prayer Book, pages 519-521), substitute 
HYMN 3875 
in the New Hymnal as follows:
